Propaganda Objectives and Tasks for India. 

Related to Korean Events 

OBJECTIVE I 

To convince Indians, particularly Indian leaders, that our broad 
purposes and objectives are the same as theirs, and to convince them 
that the means no take to achieve these objectives are reasonable, 
morally commendable and efficacious. 

TASK A 

To convince Indians that aggression of the kind launched in 
Korea, if unresisted, is a sure rood to world war, e,g. , preliminary 
Nazi aggressions in Europe. 

TASK B 

To convince Indians that the measures taken by the UN to 
combat the aggression in Korea mere designed to localize Uie 
conflict and constituted a step toward averting a world war, a 
step no less necessary because of the risk Involved; and that 
the avoidance of general war and achievement of a workable peace 
among self-respecting independent nations are prime goals of the 
free world and of the U.S.
